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“BOOKLISTINGS” 


In response to our invitation we have been pleased to receive several 
letters of suggestion and criticism. ~The criticisms represent the most 
diverse opinions, especially in regard to the juvenile list. For instance 
one librarian says the shortness of the list in the children’s section 
“would starve any children’s department to death in a short time,” and 


another says he is “not depending on the list of juvenile fiction at present 
as it is too inclusive.” 


Some attack the policy of The Booklist with regard to slowness of 
appearance, inclusion of certain titles, etc. With regard to slowness, the 
method of making The Booklist seems not to have been taken into ac- 
count. This is in accordance with a well-formulated and worked out 
plan, which, it is believed, meets with the approval of the majority of 
librarians. No individual’s opinion is represented by the inclusion of these 
titles, and to collect the judgments of many scattered librarians, to index 
them, tc read and abstract reviews, to read the books and then prepare 
the notes requires a good deal of time. Every effort is made in The 
Booklist office to minimize this time and the staff is on the constant look- 
out for ways of reducing or eliminating certain processes. Plans now 
being considered for special treatment of the most important books will, 


if successfully carried out, result in a more prompt listing of a few signifi- 
cant titles each month. 


The second criticism is answered by the answer to the first. No one 
of the titles questioned was entered on the judgment of the editor, but 
was selected by votes of representative librarians, specialists and pro- 
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fessors throughout the country. When the book is on a controversial 
topic or is one likely to arouse antagonism by reason of its realism or 
frankness these facts should be clearly indicated in the note. Failure 
here is just cause for criticism.
